has spread to other States. Recently 
the Second Annual General Meeting 

was held, a copy of the report of 
which I am enclosing. 

"] have been helping with the 
Branch in the suburb in which I live, 
and nave spent a great deal of time 
in attending meetings, preparing data 
and addressing the vartous tocal 
bodies to interest them in the Move- 
ment. At present we are co-operating 
with the Local School of Arts in 
assembling data to prepare < case for 
presentation to the Local Council for 
the establishment of a free Child- 
ren's Library Service throughout the 
Municip:lity. at the back of our 
minds, of course, is the idea that 
this, if established, will be the 
forerunner of an adult service. 

"Referring again to the Free 
Library Movement, I have before me 
now a cutting from the Sydney Morning

Drummond said that the Free Library 
Movement had done valuable service 
in promoting e@ recognition by the 
people of the need for libraries. 
If citizens recognised this need 
end told the Government of it and of 
their willingness to foot the bill, 
there should be no difficulty about 
the passage of a non-party measure 
to give effect to the people's de- 
Sires. The real reason for the de- 
plorable backwardness of New South 
Wales, as compared with other coun- 
tries, in the matter of libraries. 
was the failure of the people to 
press a demand for them upon succes- 
sive Governments.'!"

CHRISTCHURCH; 
Canterbury Public 
Library: 

With the completion of the 
Circulating Library reorganization, 
& number of improvements will soon 
be carried out in the Reference 
Library. The book-bays on the 
ground floor, which have been in 
use for many years past, will shortly 
disappear and new wall shelving in 
en unbroken line will be erected. 
This will provide better oversight 
for the whole length of the roon. 
At the entrance to the Reference 
Library a pair of handsome swing 
doors are to be erected, and these 
should prevent cold draughts and 
noise penetrating to this department. 
Several new book-stacks are to be 
piaced upstairs in the south wing. 
These stacks will contain standara 
and little-used volumes, thus lecv- 
ing the new shelving on the grounu 
floor for the newly-purchased refer- 
ence stock. The walls and ceilings 
under the gallery will be redecor:- 
ted, soa that the whole room wili 
possess a greatly improved appear- 
ance. At the main entrance to the 
Library, handsome new swing doors 
will be provided, and new doors 
will also be fitted at the entrance 
to the Public Reading-Room. 

All these improvements are be- 
ing paid for from ordinary revenue; 
the grant of £1,000 from the City 
Council (first assistance from the 
municipslity except for £250 last 
yeer) is being spent on books. As 
the total cost of the Library, with 
all its departments, has been only 
£13,000, the present alterations, 
however greatly they improve the 
Library, can only be more or less a 
palliative, and a new building mst 
be contemplated before many years 
are past. 

Between £400 and £500 are being 
spent on these alterations.

When folding by 
chinery the whole quantity of the 
rst sheet is usually folded before 
e second sheet is commenced, be- 
ause the machine must be accurately 
t for each different sheet. is the 
heets are folded into sections, it 
S customary to tie them in compact 
gndles, and this is generally accom- 
ished with the aid of a bundling 
ess, by wnicn < quantity of the 
ctions can be tied up neatly in 
dles while unaer great pressure. 
After the sheets have been folded, 
e plates and maps are placed in 
eir correct position (usually they 
e pasted, i.e. tipped -- to their 
spective sections) and end papers 


are attached to the first and last 
seccions of the book. This pasting 
is gone by machine which rapidiy and 
neetly complete the work. 

The next process is "gathering" 
wnich is done by machines, each o7 
which holds the numerous sections 
that sre necessary to complete tie 
books. A machine gathers the res- 
pective sections together and the 
only hand work necessary is the 
removal of the bundles of completed 
sections from the machine. The 
books must be collated to see that 
the sections are in tneir proper 
-rder and that none are misplaced, 
in duplicate or missing. 

After being collated, the books 
are ready to be sewn. In general 
they ere sewn with thread, but on 
the Continent wire is sometimes 
used. A number of the Continentai. 
Guide books ere sewn in this manner, 
but as wire does not yield as read- 
ily as thread, wire sewn books are 
usually less pliable, and the most 
serious objection is that the wire 
generally rusts after two or three 
years' service. . 

Book-sewing machines are now 
designed to sew either on the "all 
along" or "two sheets on" principle, 
and it may be plain or over cords, 
over or through tapes, through mull 
or through mull and tapes together. 
The principle of machine book-sewing 
differs fundamentally from hand cew- 





oe: « 


ing. With one exception, the 
achines now designed sew inside the 
ections with double thread, each 
stitch in a section being formed by 
an independent tnread which passes 
morizontally alomg the back of the 
book. Therefore, as many indepen- 
dent threads ure used for sewing a 
book on tne “all along" principle 
eas there are to be stitches in each 
section. Machine sewing has one 
general advantage over hand sewing 
because, as the threads are indepen- 
dent, a section cannot come out of 
a book until all the stitches in it 
have been severed. The speeds at 
which the different machines work 
mvary, and the speed of a particular 
machine may depend to some extent 
upon the nature of the work being 
i” sewn. 
Bat least sew equal to that done by 
five girls, the average output of 


the machines varying from about 1,000 


to 1,500 sections per hour. 

Tne book, after sewing, is next 
taken to 2 nipping or squashing 
machine which rapidly presses the 
book anu renders it compact. The 
back of the book is then glued to 
hold the sections together while the 
cutting of the edges is: performed 
with a cutting machine, some of 
wnich are designed to cut the three

edges almost simultaneously. The 
trimmed book is next "glued up" by 
hand, hot glue being applied to the 
back and well worked in between the 
sections. Before the glue hés be- 
come quite dry and hard the book is 
subjected to the operations of round- 
ing and backing, two important opera- 
tions thet are effected by a machire 
wnich rounds and backs the book in 
me Simultaneous operation. The 
speed at which they are handled 
varies from 350 to 750 books per 
hour according to the nature of the 
work, the size of the machine and 

he ability of the operator. 

The book is now ready to reccive 
its back lining. A second coating 
of glue is applied to the back and 
a strip of mull, wide encugh to lap 
over the sides to form hinges, is 
attached upon which is a strip of 
stout paper. These are’ rubbed down 
firmly with a folder or rounded 
stick. Edge decoration, if applicd, 
is now carried out as soon as the 
back is dry. 

Tne next operation is "cusing- 
in" a term applied to the process 
of enclosing < book is a book-cover 
or "case" and as this work covers 
many difrerent aspects, it is inten- 
ded to deal with this work in 4 con- 
cluding article. 
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
